This is the month when love is in the air and 
lonely hearts are joining together as we celebrate 
Valentine’s Day. What a pity the new minority 
Conservative federal government led by Stephen 
Harper is committed to a new vote in parliament in an 
attempt to block same-sex marriage.

Only Canadians could pull off a hat trick of 
humor like that. My hat’s off to you.” 


Sometimes it’s interesting to see an outsider’s point of view on 
Canadian events and our way of life. Now we will have to wait for our new 
Conservative government to take action and follow through on their election 
promises—even if we dread the outcome. 
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There are some bright lights in 
the election outcome. We know that 
Jack Leyton and the NDP Party plus 
Gilles Douceppe and the Bloc 
Quebecois members are committed 
to support equality for minorities 
especially in support of same-sex 
marriage. Add this support to the 
members of the Liberal party who 
were in favour of the original change 
to the marriage act and Stephen 
Harper may experience difficulty in 
forcing his will upon Parliament. Also, 
Hedy Fry, Belinda Stronach, Scott 
Bryson and a few other M.Ps will be 
in Ottawa defending equality against 
the Conservative attempts to take 
away rights and freedoms from 
Canada’s minority groups.

Harper Victorious?

Try as one might, it is difficult to see the results of the recent election—the 
longest and possibly most bizarre political campaign in Canadian history—as 
anything more than a Pyrrhic victory for Stephen Harper. 


Oh sure. Harper walked away at the end of the day with |24 seats, which puts 
him in the Prime Minister’s chair. So, it must be said that he won, at least on the 
surface of things. 


But consider the big picture. 


Then, it becomes evident that this was not so much a case of Harper and his 
white-Stetsoned cowpokes winning small so much as it was a case of Paul Martin 
and the gang who couldn’t shoot straight—losing and losing big. 


When this election was called, let us all remember, Harper was not only facing 
off against one of the most obviously and demonstrably corrupt political 
machines in living Canadian memory, he was doing it from atop a tidy little war 
chest that should have served to further grease the wheels of a blue machine big 
enough to be capable of sweeping aside anything that had the temerity to stand 
in its way. 

But despite the fact the Martin et al ran a campaign that appeared to be 
designed and implemented by mad Tory strategists, the best Harper could do was 
a minority seat count that left him with an even more tenuous hold on power 
than Martin’s Liberals enjoyed in the previous government.

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What it’s all likely to mean, at this point, is, of course, unclear — but it’s a safe 
bet that even as you read this, Harper is no doubt wishing, at the very least, that 
he’d kept his mealy mouth shut on the whole issue of same-sex marriage. 


Certainly, precariously perched as he is on the thin edge of power, this is a 
subject he’d now be wise to avoid — assuming, of course, that the troglodytes in 
his caucus will let him. 


After all, bringing it up is only going to give the mainstream media yet another 
chance to demonstrate yet again the fact that his back bench stretches all the way 
back to the Stone age as one-time Reformers, muzzled for the duration of the 
campaign, rediscover their voices and commence once again, howling at the 
moon.

After all, in the face of their demonstrated willingness to gamble with my 
family’s future, it seems only fair that | be allowed to gamble with theirs with the 
same cavalier disregard for the consequences.

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Slightly Bent Struts

Trevor Anderson calls me after a two-hour 


*THE VERTICAL STRUTS rehearsal; he sounds sweaty. And happy. 


Anderson is the drummer and songwriter of The 
Vertical Struts, dynamic duo that's literally rocking 
across Canada. Again. Anderson and co-conspir- 
ator Raymond Beisinger, The Struts’ sexy, sweaty 
frontman and guitarist, are preparing for a second 
tour to the Far East (Saskatoon, Regina, Winnipeg, 
Sudbury, Toronto and Montreal). 


Timing is everything. And so far, The Struts’ 
timing seems to be perfect. Their new eponymous 
CD, having already shaken the dust loose on 
wooden beams in venues across Canada, has just been released in Bush's States 
of America. As big-screen gay cowboys are resetting America's moral compass, 
along comes a rock band willing to shatter yet another cliché. 
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The Vertical Struts love blurring the lines. Anderson is gay, out and proud. 
Beisinger is straight, out and proud. Beisinger croons and wails same-sex lyrics 
that make both sexes swoon. Drummer Anderson, hair across his face, slams his 
kit like a maniac, making both sexes boogie. They both write the songs. In 
addition, they both blur artistic boundaries. Anderson is also a theatre 
writer/director with a short film currently making the rounds of the festivals. 
Beisinger is a full-time illustrator whose credits include Saturday Night, The Globe 
and Mail and the National 
Post. 


They met because 
Beisinger was interested in 
Anderson's roommate (a 
girl). They hit it off the day 
that Anderson picked up a 
chilled Beisinger on the 
street and insisted they go 
to Value Village and get the 
boy some used mittens. 
Beisinger also bought what 
he thought was a paramilitary 
type shirt. 


It ended up being a Brownie uniform. He wore it anyway. To the Roost. 


“| got some eyes that night...and a date with a young woman,” remembers 
Beisinger. And in the spirit of fun and ridiculous of that fateful evening, Anderson 
piped up with, “We should be a band!” 


And then, in an astounding leap of faith, Anderson rented-to-own a drumkit 
(something he had never played before) and they started learning how to rock. 


Will the ambiguity of the boy-kisses-boy lyrics enrage Middle America? What 
about the album cover art (two male figures atop a wedding cake)? What about 
hot hetero boys singing fag songs? 

What about the noise?? When the fledgling Vertical Struts made their Loud & 
Queer debut three years ago, the sound guy had to keep inching their volume 
down so the neighbours wouldn't call the police. “We were too loud for Loud & 
Queer,” laughs Anderson. 


At first, Anderson was selective about how queer to be on a gig-by-gig basis. 
“We were playing at the Canmore Hotel...| had no idea what to expect. Now 
the front of my kickdrum, like all drummers, was decorated—mine said “Femme 
up, you bastards!” | decided to go the more traditional route for Canmore so in 
Calgary | stopped and got a generic one. 


“Once | saw the room, and the audience, | regretted it. | figured they could 
handle it after all. So | ran to a store and bought a Blueboy magazine and made a 
gay porn collage. It's still decorating my drumhead. My sound tech guy in Toronto 


» 


called it 'the gayest li'l drum in Canada’: 


They have already toured across the country once...Anderson's impressions 
amount to “roadkill...at least twenty deer were dead in the ditch along the Trans- 
Canada. But we never saw any mess from the cars that hit them...in fact, we saw 
hardly any cars. We figured the deer were running into each other.” In Red Deer, 
Alberta, The Struts made headlines when Anderson was quoted as saying (about 
a teen audience they were about to perform for), “We just wanna show these 
kids that cocksuckers can rock!” The Vertical Struts thus perfected the art of 
provocation. 
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“| said it because up to that point, we were getting decent press, but the whole 
Queer angle was being completely ignored. Either the writers didn't want to 
offend anyone, or no one could hear what Raymond was singing about. So we 
decided to put it right out front, so they couldn't pretend it wasn't there. | think 
| said cocksucker in every interview!” 


Beisinger adds, “The media may have been trying to protect us; to be outed as 
a band may mean that we'd get beat 
up or something. So we decided, ‘no 
more pussyfooting!’ it is present, a 
part of our identity. The gayness 
permeates everything we do.’ 


Now they can relax about that, as 
the word, not just the band, is out. 
“Now it can become what it should 
be: remaining musically relevant.” 


In your face, but not punk. Punk, 
but not pierced. Piercing, but never 
strident. Garage, but never greasy. 
Okay, maybe sometimes greasy. 
Totally gay, but not totally. Macho 
drum and guitar posturing with a 
sensitive side. They're impossibly fun to describe as a duo. 


And then there's the cover art on the new CD, designed by Beisinger himself. 
Two men adorn the top of what appears to be a wedding cake. Beisinger laughs 
when I ask him if he was deliberately provoking again. 


“The drawing was in response to us being on the road, working together...in 
a band, you get tight with the other dudes. We may as well be married. But I'm 
so deep in the belly of the beast that it didn't occur to me what | had drawn until 
Trevor said ‘Ah, gay marriage. Very timely’ Honestly, it hadn't even occurred to 
me. Gay, straight, it's all the fucking same to me.” 


Anderson adds, “We're not just a gay band. We're a band that's about coalition 
and collaboration. We strive to make sure both voices are represented, that we 
speak to both gay and straight in a way that's stimulating.” YW

With about 180 days left until the opening ceremonies of Rendez-Vous 2006, 
the First WorldOutgames, Montréal is prepared and ready to host the largest 
event the city has seen since the 1976 Summer Olympic Games. This is an 
exciting time for Montréal's GLBT community and the city is pumped. More than 
16,000 participants along with a quarter of a million visitors are expected to 
enjoy these games, which will be largest GLBT sporting and cultural event that 
the world has seen. 


Already over 9480 participants from 108 countries, representing every conti- 
nent, have registered. Target figures for registrations set for December 31, 2005 
had been surpassed by November |5 and updated attendance figures will be 
released shortly. Thirty six sports, six cultural disciplines and an International 
Conference on Human Rights will take place over course of the eleven days. The 
games coincide with gay pride celebrations, Divers/Cité and three major 
dance/party events hosted by BBCM (Bad Boy Club of Montréal) which sponsors 
the annual Black & Blue Festival, the world's largest gay & lesbian benefit. The 
shear volume of things to do during the games is mind-boggling but this will help 
to promote the diversity of our community and ensures that everyone should 
find something to enjoy. 


The International Conference on LGBT Human Rights, The Right to be 
Different will take place from Wednesday July 26 to Saturday July 29.

Over 250 workshops will take place during the conference and will culminate 
with the reading of the Declaration of Montréal which is to be presented to the 
Office of the United Nations High Commissioner for Human Rights. 


The Cultural and Sporting events will take place from Saturday July 29 to 
Saturday August 5. Montréal is known for it's abundance of Festivals. Every year, 
hundreds of thousands of visitors join local citizens to enjoy such internationally 
acclaimed festivals as the Just For Laughs comedy festival and the Festival 
International de Jazz de Montréal. These games promise to live up to these festi- 
vals' legacies. Over 55,000 spectators are expected to watch the opening and 
closing ceremonies being held at the Olympic Stadium. Confirmed artists 
performing at the opening ceremonies include Québec diva Diane Dufresne and 
the internationally acclaimed Cirque du Soleil—and the producers are promising 
many more surprise guests. There are six official cultural events with perform- 
ances from such activities such as, Band/Colour Guard and Cheerleading; the 
Choral Festival; Country and Western Dance; Square Dancing; Leather and Bears. 
On top of the official competitions for each of these categories, events will take 
place all over the city involving these participants and highlighting the cultural 
diversity of the GLBT community. These games will be broadcast nationally and 
internationally and the host broadcaster Radio Canada (the French arm of the 
CBC) will feature an hour of daily highlights during these games. Negotiations for 
an English broadcaster are taking place and the name should be announced 
shortly. It is easy to imagine the hub of activity and the joi de vivre that will take 
place in Le Village (the gay village) as well as at the Olympic Stadium. Montréal 
truly will be happy and gay! 


The highlights of these Games will be the sporting events themselves. Athletes 
will compete in thirty six different disciplines and will perform under the princi- 
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ples of Participation and Celebration, Respect and Fairness, Innovation, Diversity 
and Empowerment (PRIDE). GLBT athletes from all over the world will compete 
with dignity and will command the attention of the world. Most of the sporting 
disciplines are over half full and some events such as swimming and badminton 
are almost at capacity. The organizers have said that every effort will be made to 
accommodate all who wish to participate. To that end, over the past three years, 
the Outgames has raised through special fundraising events about a half a million 
dollars to bring participants from all over the world who are not as capable of 
attending. They have set up an Outreach Bursary Program to administer these 
funds and help as many people as possible who wish to participate. From people 
who just wish to participate in these games to some of the world's elite athletes 
such as Mark Tewksbury, gold medalist in swimming at the 1992 Olympics in 
Barcelona, Ms. Sylvie Bernier, gold medalist in diving at the 1984 Olympics in Los 
Angeles, and Ms. Nancy Drolet, six-time world champion in hockey and silver 
medalist at the 1998 Olympics in Nagano, these games promise to be exciting. 


This city is pumped! Tickets to the major events should be available to the 
public in late March 2006. Some of the events will be free to the public. Montréal's 
lesbian and gay community is ready along with the organizers of these games to 
host the world. Government and private sponsors are in place with more to be 
announced shortly. The Outgames are on budget and are on schedule! The venues 
are ready and Le Village is humming with activity. The organizers and staff of the 
games will be working hard to ensure the best event ever of its kind. All we are 
waiting for are the “Games to begin”. W

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Bruce House: Landmark Year

There is no denying just how big a year 2005 was for Ottawa AIDS hospice 
Bruce House. After years of hard work of planning and fundraising, the long- 
awaited expansion and renovations finally took place, modernising the facility and 
increasing their capacity from five to seven beds—a major development for 
people living with AIDS in Ottawa. 


Ground broke on the renovations in March—ahead of schedule—and work 
was completed at the end of October. 


“It's a project that's been on the burner for quite a while,” says Jay Koornstra, 
Executive Director of Bruce House. “When | first came to Ottawa in 2000 they 
were ready to expand. | started my research and homework which included 
completing a feasibility study on an expansion, as well as conducting a facilities 
study whether it would be better to purchase a property, renovate our existing 
place, et cetera. When the right opportunity came along, | had a funding proposal 
ready based on the previous work. We were granted $443,000 from the Federal 
Government through the Supportive Communities Partnerships initiative, in 
which Bruce House had to kick in seventy to one hundred thousand 
of their own money to complete the project. We did raise the g 
money we needed, and completed 
the project, although it came at a 
bit of a sacrifice because our pf 
operational fundraising needs— pf 
close to a quarter of a million 
dollars a year—suffered slightly 
during our capital fundraising 
campaign. So, we were scrambling 
to find operational funding.” 


Unfortunately, due to the 
ongoing construction work, Bruce | 
House was only able to serve one 
or two of the five existing beds, > 
which cut into the money they receive without 
lowering their costs. But all was not lost. 


“We were really lucky in getting some extra 
help in our renovations,’ Koornstra says. “We 
approached designers who eagerly took on a 
role of adopting a room or area of the 
downstairs portion of the house. What they 
did for us exceeded our wildest expectations. 
A kitchen that should have normally cost about 
thirty thousand to install became a hundred and 
twenty-five thousand dollar kitchen. It fits the house itself, it's beautiful, it's got 
the top-line quality everything. Every room has just top quality features that we 
never imagined could be included, like the fireplace and the crown mouldings 
which fit the historical nature of the home. The main objective—which all the 
designers understood from the get-go, was to create a residence that remained 
a comfortable home for our residents. Whether it's two months or a year, it is 
their home and it is important that it not become institutionalised. We're really 
pleased because it became this really warm, beautiful welcoming home.” 


As with anything, funding is always an issue—especially when only eleven 
percent of your annual budget is guaranteed, with the rest made up from commu- 
nity donations. 


“Probably the largest struggle was to try and manage that program at the same 
time as managing the everyday business of Bruce House,” Koornstra says. “With 
our operational funding concerns, that was really difficult. Bruce House went 
through a very trying year, we've had two significant deficit years in a row and 
have depleted almost all of our contingency funds in order to get this project 
done and handle the day-to-day operation. It had to come at a cost, but the cost 
was worth it because we were able to take care of more individuals in a house 
that people are proud to be living in and that we are proud to have. Sometimes 
it's all worth it in the end.” 


Already in the New Year, the organisation has been busy, moving their offices 
to a new downtown location. While the location is not only more central, it has 
the added bonus of being in the same vicinity as several other related organisations, 
including being in the same building as the AIDS Committee of Ottawa— 
something Bruce House hopes to use to their advantage, not only by building 
better access for their clients, but also in developing new partnerships between 


organisations. The goal is 
that prevention, treatment ===" " 
and palliative care won't be 
forced into the separate 
silos the way they are 
today, as they are really all 
interlinked. As well, Bruce 
House is looking towards a 
number of other projects 
this year. 


“We're involved in two 
other projects outside of 
the scope Bruce House,” 
Koornstra says. “Besides 
being very active locally 
with the Gay Men's 
Wellness Initiative and the Ottawa-Carleton Council on AIDS, we've engaged as 
a co-investigator in the first ever Canadian research on housing and HIV. This is 
a great opportunity to do research because we are only one of five supporting 
housing organisations for people living with HIV and AIDS in Ontario, and we don't 
really have a handle on the current housing stock. We know that we have people 
with HIV who are homeless, at risk of losing their home, or in substandard 
housing but we don't have the research or the data to back that up. So this study 
will determine the current housing situation and what will be required in the 
future. It will also be followed up by a part two on the impact of housing on 
, health. We're really excited to be part of that 
| project—I think it's really fitting for who we are, 
being the only supportive housing agency east of 
Toronto, so it's really good to be part of that.” 


“The other project that we're really thrilled 
about is a national project. Bruce House is one of 
} six pilot sites throughout Canada to be working 
with the Canadian AIDS Treatment Information 
Exchange (CATIE), and this project is determining 
/ and increasing the capacity to incorporate treat- 
@ ment information in all HIV/AIDS programming. 
| People think that treatment is a separate entity, but 
it goes hand-in-hand with prevention.” The sharing 
of information that this project provides helps to 
make sure that the various aspects such as preven- 
tion and treatment remain connected, benefiting the whole community. And if 
there's one thing that Bruce House is a reflection of, it's the undaunted spirit of 
the community.” W

Q-Theatre Presents

A youth-run theatre group in Saskatoon is teaming up with the Avenue 
Community Centre on Q-Theatre. The series of workshops for high-school 
youth is designed to help empower GLBT students and their allies to share their 
experiences through theatre. 


“We wanted to create a safe 
space for queer and allied youth 
to express themselves without 
fear, regardless of their dramatic 
experience,’ explains Ali Lake, 
member of Respect for Sexual 
Diversity Youth (RSDY) and one 
of the facilitators of the Q- 
Theatre project. 


Respect for Sexual Diversity 
Youth was born four years ago 
when then student Alice Glaze 
wrote a short play about coming 

a out for her Grade |0 English class 
at Walter Murray Collegiate in Saskatoon. When several of her friends decided 
to stage it for their Grade 9 Lifestyles class, the response from both teachers and 
other students was overwhelmingly positive. After receiving requests from other 
interested classes, the group decided to branch out and develop a workshop 
around the play that could be used to teach students and others more about 
diversity and homophobia. 


RSDY anti-homophobia workshops begin with the staging of Glaze's one-act 
play. In it,a university student living with his boyfriend goes home for supper and 
tells his parents that his ‘roommate’ is gay. Facilitators then move on to define 
key words related to gender and sexual diversity, like ‘intersex’ and ‘two-spirit’. 
Workshops are interactive. 


“We like to blur the lines between facilitator and participant,’ Lake adds. 
Students are encouraged to participate in the process by shouting out and 
discussing the definitions and answers. Leaders guide students through a visuali- 
zation exercise where participants are encouraged to imagine themselves as an 
in-the-closet minority dealing with the stigma, gossip, and slang (i.e. “that's so 
gay”) that are experienced regularly by GLBT youth at school. Students then 
break into small groups to discuss what they've learned and experienced. 


Over twenty youth have helped facilitate RSDY workshops since they began in 
2002, with a core group of between six and eight who have been involved since 
the beginning. Facilitators come from a wide variety of backgrounds; many have 
no drama experience before getting involved—just a willingness to learn and 
passion for breaking down stereotypes and teaching others about sexual diver- 
sity issues. From the beginning, the organization has been entirely youth-run; 
decisions are made collectively. 


Over 1000 students in the Saskatoon area have participated in RSDY 
workshops. RSDY has also run workshops around the province for community 
groups, teachers, and other professionals. In 2005 their busy itinerary included 
performances for the Saskatchewan Teacher's Federation and the Saskatchewan 
Social Forum in North Battleford, as well as being the keynote speakers at the 
University of Saskatchewan Department of Education's 8th annual Breaking the 
Silence Conference. This fall when the Avenue Community Centre received 
funding from the City of Saskatoon for youth drama activities, RSDY was the 
obvious partner. 


Q-Theatre is a youth-run series of workshops designed to provide high school 
students (ages thirteen to eighteen) with basic theatre skills in a fun, open- 
minded, and informal atmosphere. It's not a traditional drama class; youth will 
learn and practice fundamentals like scene development, but also have time to 
explore and observe conflict and relationships through games, role-play and 
dramatic exercises. 


RSDY and the Avenue Centre have high hopes for the Q-Theatre program. 
Lake hopes the project will allow both leaders and participants to develop their 
skills in areas like group facilitation, collaboration and creative expression, while 
building comport with talking about queer issues. The Avenue Centre expects 
that Q-Theatre will also be a safe space for GLBT youth who often feel margin- 
alized to talk about and work with their experiences without fear of ridicule. 


Each Q-Theatre session will feature a special expert guest facilitator from the 
larger community, including the University of Saskatchewan's drama department 
and the Saskatchewan Council for International Cooperation. Participation is 
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free and open to all high school youth, regardless of sexual orientation or theatre 
experience. Workshops began on January 7 and vali continue every second 
Saturday afternoon until March 18. 


2006 looks bright for RSDY. Organizers have a full schedule of invitations from 
rural schools and reserves in places like North Battleford and Paynton, as well as 
professional development conferences for teachers. Since last spring, members 
have been fundraising for a summer tour across western and central Canada. 
Also in the works is a kit for students interested in starting their own groups. 


Asked about her most memorable experiences with the group, she finds it diffi- 
cult to pull out a single memory. “The most gratifying experiences are the 
workshops themselves—discussion, people's reactions,’ Lake says; she finds facil- 
itating workshops “inspiring, educating, and highly optimistic”. 

Lake, who was in Grade 9 when she first became involved with RSDY, is now 
19 and working on a degree in Biology at the University of Saskatchewan. She 
hopes that one of the outcomes of Q-Theatre will be a new crop of students 
ready to pick up the peer-teaching torch. Like Lake, most of RSDY's original 
members won't be youth much longer. 


Q-Theatre will culminate in a public performance on Saturday, March 25. 
Students will have a chance to put the skills they've learned to use, drawing from 
their own experiences and imaginations. The content of the performance (or 
collection of performances) will be brainstormed and decided by participants 
over the course of the workshops. Details of the final performance will be avail- 
able in March on the Avenue Community Centre website and you can visit at 
avenuecommunitycentre.ca. 


RSDY welcomes requests for performances and workshops for students, 
teachers and administrators, and the general public. Details about Respect for

If you plan 
ahead and buy before you leave home you're guaranteed to see the show of your 
choice but your ticket could cost as much as US$250 for the likes of Celine Dion 
or Elton John. Other than the same-day savings, there are also some very 
reasonably priced shows with great production values like La Cage, Female 
Impersonators at the Riviera. Here for just over US$50 you can enjoy Frank

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Banned Lesbians Launch Appeal

Two lesbians who walked into a Roman Catholic Church hall in British 
Columbia may wind up before the Supreme Court of Canada. 


Tracey Smith and Deborah Chymyshyn got in trouble by renting the Knights 
of Columbus hall in Port Coquitlam for their wedding reception. 


In the midst of Valentines hearts and chocolates, their story is a blunt 
reminder that our relationships are still not equal to those of heterosexuals. 


A BC human rights tribunal ruled the Knights of Columbus—a Roman 
Catholic men's club—were within their rights to deny the use of their facility on 
the grounds of core religious beliefs. The discrimination was deemed acceptable, 
even though the hall is not a church and no wedding was to be performed. 
Oddly, Smith and Chymyshyn were awarded $1,000.00 each—not for the 
discrimination itself, but rather for the manner in which the incident was 
handled. Essentially, the award was for rudeness rather than bigotry. 


“Frankly, | was astonished”, says Vancouver lawyer barbara findley (who spells 
her name in lower case). She'll appeal to the BC Supreme Court because the 
decision seems to suggest that “it's okay to discriminate as long as you're polite 
about it.” 


Smith and Chymyshyn decided to book the hall for their wedding reception in 
2003 after seeing a publicly posted sign offering the facility for rent. The women 
were planning an evening wedding in a nearby park and had a guest list of about 
sixty people. 

They viewed the facility, signed a contract and paid a deposit. But when local 
gossip reached the ears of the Archdiocese the agreement was ripped up and the 
lesbians were sent packing. 


The K of C feel they have a constitutional right to deny the use of their hall 
for the wedding reception—regardless of having publicly advertised the space— 
because they strongly oppose same sex marriage. Father Gabriel O'Donnell told 
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the BC Human Rights Tribunal that the church doesn't condemn homosexuals, 
only the homosexual act. That's a little like saying we have no problem with 
brains but we strongly oppose thinking. 


The K of C suggest the women had no business trying to rent the hall in the 
first place and should have assumed they were not welcome, given the large 
cross and pictures of the Pope on the walls. How appropriate that the parish is 
named Our Lady of Assumption. 


Indeed, had the women made the correct assumption, they probably would 
have turned and run in the opposite direction. Who wants to see months of 
stressful and expensive wedding planning end in embarrassment? Who wants to 
phone sixty guests and explain why there's been a last minute change of venue? 
All they wanted was a room to entertain friends and family for a few hours. All 
they got was humiliation. 


“They were deeply distressed by having their wedding day marred by the 
homophobia of the Knights of Columbus,” says findley. 


No church in this country is required to perform same-sex weddings and I'd 
guess that few Canadians have a problem with that. How other people choose 
to worship is their own business. 


It's another issue entirely when freedom of religion becomes a cover for the 
merchants and the moneychangers. There's something profoundly unfair about 
churchgoers who get involved in secular commercial transactions and then 
demand the right to pick and choose who is morally worthy of doing business 
with them. 


“It's at the contested intersection of religious rights and sexual orientation 
rights,” says findley, who calls the outcome disturbing. 


It's eerily reminiscent of an Ontario decision regarding a printer who refused 
a job involving gay content. That ruling also said that printing services could be 
refused if the work was contrary to core religious beliefs. 


If it's okay to deny publicly advertised premises or printing services, who else 
is allowed to give gays and lesbians the heave-ho because homosexuality offends 
his personal sensibilities? 


The trend to wrap business, commerce or politics in the flag of religious 
freedom amounts to a blank cheque to discriminate at will. There are huge impli- 
cations, not just for queers, but also for women's rights, education and scientific 
research. 


“If this decision is allowed to stand it will have the result that asserting a 
religious belief will be a justification to discriminate in pretty much any circum- 
stance, and that is extremely worrisome, in particular for lesbians and gay men, 
bisexuals and transgendered people,” findley says. 


It's unfortunate that no one is promoting equality as a core belief. Or better 
yet, common sense. 


If your religious beliefs prevent you from dealing with all members of the 
public, maybe you need to find another line of work. And if you're a men's club 
offended by lesbian socials don't hang a “For Rent” sign in your window. W

Many of us think that romance novels exist only in that literary No Man's Land 
situated somewhere between the genteel character studies of Jane Austen and 
the frothy modern tales of independent women who secretly yearn for a dashing 
doctor or brawny chested workman to sweep them off their feet. Until recently, 
we would have been correct in that assumption. Romance novels were for the 
most part written by and for women. But now, two gay men named Scott & Scott 
have invaded this feminine fantasyland with their new line of queer romance 
books called Romentics. (romentics.com) 


While erotica deals in the sexual excitement and/or danger of being physically 
intimate with strangers, these novels deal with men who have connected on levels 
other than the purely sexual. There is lots of good steamy sex in the Romentics 
line—Barbara Cartland they ain't!—but it happens in the context of romance. 
Remember romance? That good old wonderful unsettling feeling that gives you a 
goofy smile on your face and butterflies in your gut. 


Gay literature has often avoiding the dreaded “L’ word, love, for fear of being 
thought unrealistic or out of touch with current political and social situations. 
These preoccupations don't worry Scott & Scott. As Scott Whittier says, “We 
have no delusions about Romentics' literary aspirations. Romentics are fun, 
entertaining, sexy novels. We are not trying to win a Pulitzer. We are trying to 
spread a little love and have a good time.” Scott Pomfret agrees, “They are gay 
romance novels. They are about true love and dreams and happily ever after. 
However, as with anything gay nowadays, there is cultural and social baggage, 
which isn't always a bad thing. There's something inherently political about gay 
men in love, especially long-term monogamous relationships of the kind we 
depict. Some in the gay community say it's trying to ape a bad heterosexual 
model. Right-wing conservatives, of course, refuse to consider that such 
relationships are possible or real. We don't care about that. What we care about 
are the people who write in to thank us for depicting their lives or who tell us 
our sexy, successful heroes have renewed their hope in finding Mr. Right. That's 
what it’s all about. If we're furthering worthy causes like gay marriage and non- 
discrimination and workplace equality along the way, great.” 


Scott Whittier, an advertising copywriter and Scott Pomfret, a senior counsel in 
the Division of Enforcement of the United States Securities and Exchange 
Commission, met at a club in 2003 and like the heroes in their books, fell in love 
and began their life together. Romentics was born some months later. Since both 
his mother and grandmother were avid fans of the Harlequin Romances, Whittier 
wondered, “Why don't gay men have this reliable promise of happily ever after?” 
Both Scotts were writers and so the idea of creating fiction that reflected their 
own love story seemed a natural step. 


The settings and characters may change from book to book—a chef and a 
fashion designer in Hot Sauce, a mechanic and an amateur photographer in Spare 
Parts—but certain elements remain basic. In each story two men meet and fall for 
each other but outside interference and their own histories and insecurities 
create obstacles to be overcome. The themes of betrayal versus trust, the heart 
leading the head, are integral to a Romentics novel. These are stories about hope. 
Maybe this time. Maybe this guy. Maybe love? 


The most recent novel, Nothing Personal, is the fifth book in the series and 
concerns a Cuban-American political activist and his boxer boyfriend, who may 
or may not have connections with the established power structure in town. The

| asked the two Scotts about writing as a duo.““We brainstorm 

ideas together,’ Scott Pomfret tells me. “Coming up with plots and fleshing out 
the characters and chapter elements. We write two books simultaneously. When 
we get to a stopping point, or writer's block, we switch manuscripts. So there are 
chunks done by each of us, which are then revised by the other. It's 
pretty organic.’ Scott Whittier adds, “That said, we have certainly had our 
disagreements. There was a time | crossed out an entire chapter.And there was 
a time when Scott P wrote, “This is not sexy” in the margins of one of my sex 
scenes. Guess who slept on the couch that night!” 


The sex scenes are explicit and stimulating so one wonders how much 
research is required? Says Scott P, “We've both written more than our fair share 
of erotica—and as for the real thing, well, they say practice makes perfect, right?” 
Scott W gives further insight into the creative process. “Instead of testing out 
positions, it's much more likely that one of us will write a scene and then come 
wake the other up in a very friendly manner.” 


There is even a Canadian connection for the Boston-based Romentics pair. A 
piece in the Globe and Mail in 2004 was the first big break for Romentics and 
generated lots of media attention. Says Scott P, “It's been a couple of years since 
we have been in Canada. We need to get up there this summer and do some 
scouting for just the right scene. Maybe your readers will have suggestions? Who 
knows? Maybe next year a Romentics novel will have a Canadian home town.” 


The books are fun, sexy, satisfying and make perfect Valentine's reading, either 
as a shared bedtime story or as a solo excursion into the land of gay happily ever 
after. The smiles on the faces of Scott Pomfret and Scott Whittier these days 
would seem to be proof that some dreams do come true. W

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Mutton Busting Achieves Critical Discourse

In January, Calgary’s Bubonic Tourist, a trans-disciplinary performance 
organization presented it’s fifth annual Mutton Busting Festival. The festival 
showcased performance and visual arts from some of the most original and risk- 
taking artists around today. This year’s festival included a unique section devoted 
to queer artists and queer works. Named the ‘Department of Soft Architecture’, 
this section highlighted the need for a critical discourse on the queer arts 
community in Alberta. Festival curator and general manager of Bubonic tourist, 
Eric Moschopedis, explains that the impetus for the Department of Soft 
Architecture is the need for a more welcoming art community in Calgary, and the 
rest of Alberta. This theme of the section is based on “bodies of work, 
transforming gender and sexual identity and subsequently race and class— 
directly confronts the socio-political climate regarding queer culture in Alberta.” 


Artists in the festival 
came from across 
North America, with 
some having roots in 
Calgary. Works of the 
‘Department of Soft 
Architecture’ included: 
2Boys.tv from Montreal; 
Annie Sprinkle from San 
Francisco; Woodpigeon 
from Calgary; Benny 
Nemerofsky Ramsey 
and Eric Moschopedis of 
Toronto and Calgary; 
Edie Fake of Brooklyn 
new York and Kit Malo 
of Montreal.

On the second from last night of the festival, | went to the final performance 
from the ‘Department of. Soft Architecture’ group. Woodpigeon, an ensemble 
band with a distinct sound, played to a full crowd of both straight and gay 
supporters. It was more than a pleasure to be in Calgary and be able to access 
something transcending the status quo. 


Calgary is not devoid of culture; a strong community exists in Calgary and each 
year it grows. Yet, this culture has its limits. Traditionally, the province has not 
embraced gay artists and queer works. Artists like k.d. lang from Consort, 
Alberta, and Edmonton’s Attila Richard Lukacs are just two artists who came 
from our very own communities in Alberta. Yet, to achieve artistic freedom and 
success both lang and Lukas had to leave Alberta and its limited regard for 
non-mainstream art. 


| have personally felt the need to escape from this cold and conservative place. 
But through my travels, | have always returned home, each time arriving in [what 
has become] a new city. Calgary has expanded, not only in size and number 
but also in it’s diversity within the gay and arts 
communities. If you would have asked me ten years 
ago if an event like the Mutton Busting could have 
even taken place, | would have been hesitant to 
say ‘yes’, in a land where Dave Rutherford is 
respected by so many, the chances of 
expressing gay culture is seems so small. 
However, it has now become Calgary’s 
time to indulge in aspects of culture 
that were once restricted to the 
larger and often more tolerant 
Canadian cities like Toronto, 
Montreal and Vancouver. 


Active in Calgary’s queer arts 
community, Kevin Allen, assistant to 
the President of the Epcor Centre 
for the Performing Arts and 
organizer of Fairy Tales Film Festival, 

has witnessed the changing landscape 
of the city. Kevin comments, “Queer 
cultural events in the past were often 
met with protest—angry people with 
placards, threatening phone calls and 
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Artist Annie 
Sprinkle 
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harassment of all sorts. | 
personally remember when 
we started the Fairytales Gay 
and Lesbian Film Festival in 
1999, this kind of negative 
reaction.” He continues, “l 
think Calgary in 2006 is a 
totally different place. We are 
perhaps behind other cities in 
terms of expressing queer art, 
however we have an open field 
now and it is up to us to make 
queer culture happen.” 


With respect to the festival 
Kevin notes, “Mutton Busting 
is smart to have staked out 
some territory here. The 
couple of “Department of Soft 
Architecture” shows | went 
to were really eccentric, 
subversively cosmopolitan and not 
something | am used to seeing in 
Calgary.” 


Despite the success of Mutton 
Busting, the festival was faced with a 
sad irony. The core message of 
eliminating undue censorship became 
ever so poignant, for there had been 
a censorship of some work. Visual 
artist, Edie Fake of Brooklyn, New 
York, had his piece Gaylord Phoenix 
in the Flower Temple covered by a 
faux wall. The wall had been 
erected when supposed complaints 6 
were made in opposition the 
display of the work. For festival organizers and co- 
presenters—the Stride and Truck art galleries—this had become quite 
frustrating, for no specific reason as to why the work was considered offensive 
was provided. In addition, the setting where the work was displayed lends itself 
to the mandate of freedom of artistic expression. From the festival’s point of view, 
such work had every right to be displayed where it was.

In light of the censorship of Fake’s work, Bubonic Tourist arranged for a public 
forum in hopes that the community would engage in a discussion to seek positive 
changes in the way in which art is both displayed and viewed in Alberta. “Artists 
may feel like they have to change that which they create and how they display 
their work,” explains Bubonic Tourists general manager, Eric Moschopedis. 
The forum created a dialogue that can be used to ensure that situations such 
as the censorship, and self-censorship will be a thing of the past in Alberta.

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Long Distance Love

Absence may make the heart grow fonder but it certainly does a number on 
the pocketbook and the stability of a relationship. 


It's hard enough to keep in touch with far-flung friends via expensive 
Blackberries and pricey text messaging. Now, imagine it was no casual acquain- 
tance you were IM-ing in the middle of the night but instead, your life partner. In 
the age of headhunting and expedited Visas, it. has become increasingly common 
for couples to spend a great deal of time apart—catching planes, studying abroad 
and racking up those phone bills. Not that it ever lasts long. The truth of the 
matter is that long distance relationships never work...or do they? 


Registered Clinical Counsellor Doug Elliott, of Vancouver's Rethink 
Counselling, might debate that supposed truth. “Some do work,” he says. But, in 
truth, he's not overly optimistic. “Statistically, it's not a great bet,” he continues. 
“Couples face many challenges in learning to be together and those that do not 
even live in the same city have a hard time really getting to know each other.” 


Vancouver's Rethink offers the services of registered clinical psychologists and 
counsellors to singles, couples and families alike. According to its website, the 
company “specializes in relationship counselling, dealing with grief and loss, recov- 
ering from addictions, all facets of human sexuality, depression and anxiety, 
trauma, anger management and dream analysis”. 


Long distance relationships are not exceedingly common as Elliott peers down 
his client list but that doesn't make them any less troubling. “Long distance 
relationships sometimes have a feeling of 'unreality' about them,” he says. “As if 
each time [the partners] meet it's like a holiday.” 


Anthony Lafleur, a consultant for a major American software conglomerate, 
lives thousands of miles from his partner and would agree about the different 
nature of such a relationship. “The situation [is] not so typical so | never compare 
how we are with others,” he says. Lafleur's case is unique, though, as his company 
acknowledges the challenges and flies him home frequently—at company 
expense. Such travels are simply a necessity. “We need to make every effort to 
spend time together and it's hard because there are usually so many demands on 
our time with errands that need to be run, friends we want to see, housework 
that needs to be done,” he explains. “We'll do these things together so we can 
spend time with one another and, once a month, we make an effort to leave the 
city behind to spend the weekend together and have a mini-vacation.” 


Whether its business pressures or family concerns that force separation, 
couples face the same challenges—regardless of sexual orientation. “Gay or 
straight—all couples face the same issues,’ Doug Elliott states. He adds, “Living 
apart is likely to force certain things to the surface.” 


Challenges that do appear are not easily overcome. Dedicating one's self to 
the honesty and devotion that a long distance relationship requires seems like a 
difficult feat. “Not if both parties are clear and realistic about their expectations 
of each other,’ comments Elliott. “Having said that,’ he continues, “I suspect this 
often doesn't happen. Since there is less expectation to check in with the partner 
about everything, long distance couples may start to drift apart emotionally.’ 


Oddly, the emotional toll of a long distance relationship appears to be one of 
the easier things to deal with—often it's not an obvious symptom. “The inten- 
sity that comes from living together does not exist, so emotional strain actually 
tends to be reduced,” Elliott explains. This doesn't mean that partners can be 
anything less than fully committed to making it work. “Often [partners] are both 
unwilling to budge on the tough issues of relocation, work, family, friends...” 
Elliott explains. “Unless they make the relationship their number one priority, 
chances are things will fizzle out over time.” 


In addition, common pressures are often alleviated. Any apparent challenges in 
the relationship's day-to-day development might actually diminish with the 
physical separation. “VVhen we are physically distanced, we tend not to get as 
upset about other people's problems,” explains Elliott. Living apart may also help 
to increase our objectivity so we may see our partner more clearly.” 


Despite the positive twist, it still sounds fairly disconcerting. With all of the 
forces working against the situation, how does a relationship thrive—or even 
survive? Partners should certainly keep the ‘big picture’ in mind says Doug Elliott. 
Anthony Lafleur concurs. “This is helping my career and | really enjoy what I'm 
doing,” he says, “but my relationship matters more to me and so if it really ever 
got in the way, I'd quit!” 

This is particularly true for partners that have an immediate end in sight-like 
the conclusion of a semester of study or a job abroad that only lasts for a specific 
contracted period. “Certainly, couples who have a clear goal in mind as to when 
they will be together permanently do better,” says Elliott. “They are focussed on 


their goal and their thoughts and actions move towards making it a reality,’ he 
explains. 


And, again, Lafleur agrees. “We know it's not a ‘forever’ situation,” he says. That 
realization makes it easier for him and his partner to focus on their time together 
and live in the moment. “We both like to enjoy what's going on in the present 
and so | think that's what makes our weekends together so great.” 


Despite the immense challenges, the taxing pressures of a long distance 
relationship can be counteracted with everyday activities, busy lives and by 
getting...well,a hobby. Keeping your mind busy—and perhaps even distracted is 
a key to success. Experts often encourage the following... 


—Working out: it certainly couldn't hurt to look your best for that inevitable 
reunion with the partner, plus the personal health benefits are obvious. 


—Arts and crafts: it might sound silly but taking up a simple and rewarding 
hobby like cooking or photography passes the time and provides not only enjoy- 
ment but often also a tangible reward. Even Martha would have to admit it's a 
good thing. 


—Extra education: night schools and summer classes can always broaden 
horizons and stimulate the mind. They might even provide that tiny morsel of 
knowledge you missed when you were originally in school-particularly if you paid 
more attention to pep rallies than pop quizzes. 


—Volunteer work: local charities are often in desperate need of any hands or 
spirits they can put to good use. Consider entering data at a shelter, arranging 
charitable events or simply delivering hot meals to ill patients. 


—Competitive games: when you're feeling blue, there's nothing quite like 
magnificently defeating an opponent to raise your spirits. Gay sports leagues, in 
particular, can provide a terrific outlet for the athletically inclined. Consider 
Frontrunners—a chain of gay running groups across North America with 
divisions in Edmonton, Vancouver, Toronto and Halifax among others. 


Doug Elliott agrees, “All [these] things are part of...an active, healthy, and well- 
balanced life.” 


Furthermore, partners should ensure they do not retreat from the outside 
world. It becomes far too easy to disappear into loneliness so staying in touch 
with friends is incredibly important. “Always”, emphasizes Elliott. But not all 
partners find the sudden 'singledom' daunting. “Generally, people do reach out 
to friends and family out of necessity,” says Elliott. “They may miss their partner 
but still have an active social life.” 


When friends are not free, the internet is a good way to literally stay 
connected. As a direct result of the increasing numbers of partnerships that face 
distance as a major hurdle in life, many online communities have popped up to 
help with a sense of understanding. Like any good support group, these commu- 
nities, such as longdistancerelationship.net, provide an encouraging environment 
for partners to express their thoughts and gather advice as they struggle through. 


Whether it's a gym, a computer or a hobby that keeps the mind active, a long 
distance relationship is often as hard to figure out as a chequebook shortly after 
a shopping spree. While many simply reach the end of the line, others may invest 
time wisely and reap rich rewards. W
